r-rtOO many private investors of small experience assume that muni- 
A 
cipal ,or government supervised, securities arei soundly protected 


and wholly safe. As concerns municipal or state securities the taxing 
power does, of course, offer a certain guaranty. But 'when, that power 
has been so abused in the past by piling: up such niountains of debt 
that taxes 'cannot be collected to meet it, the thmry of investors being 
protected: by the taxing powe*r vanishes into thin air. Similarly it does 
not do to take for granted the soundness of corporations under1 gov- 
ernment supervision, whose securities are not guaranteed by govern- 
ment as to either principal :or interest. 


The investor is entitled to every safeguard when be contemplates 


putting' his linofiJBy into such bond issues, but unhappily he does not get 
it. Thes& classes of securities, though they represent a large fraction 
of all bond issues, 'are exempt from' the operation of the federal se- 
curities act, which was designed to protect the investor. Yet issuing 
agencies should.-.be compelled to furnish about them the same 'informa- 
tion required for securities listed under the act. This is all the most 
important because of the inclination of the investor to suppose, tihis 
type oi offerings all right. 


The public, should have some other recourse in its bond buying 


than to bank merely upon assurance of underwriters. It is entitled l.o 
authoritative knowledge of what stands behind the- securities offered 
to it.

OO many private investo rs o f small ex perience assume that muni­ 
cipal o r go vernment supervised securities are so undly pro tected 
and who lly safe. As co ncerns municipal o r state securities the tax ing 
po wer do es, o f co urse, o ffer a certain guaranty. But when that po w-er 
has been so abused in the cast by piling up such mo untains o f debt 
that tax es'canno t be co llected to meet it, the the o ry o f investo rs being 
pro tected by the tax ing po wer vanishes into thin air. Similarly it do es 
no t do to take fo r granted the so undness o f co rpo ratio ns under go v­ 
ernment supervisio n, who se securities are no t guaranteed by go vern­ 
ment as to either principal o r interest. 
The investo r is entitled to every safeguard when he co ntemplates 
putting his mo njey into such bo nd issues, but unhappily he do es no t get 
it. These classes o f securities, tho ugh they represent a large fractio n 
o f all bo nd issues,'are ex empt fro m the o peratio n 
o f the federal se­ 
curities act, which was designed to pro tect the investo r. Yet issuing 
ag ncies sho uld be co mpelled to furnish abo ut them the same info rma­ 
tio n required fo r securities listed under the act. This is all the mo st 
impo rtant because o f the inclinatio n o f the investo r to suppo se* this 
type o f o fferings all right 
The public sho uld have so me o ther reco urse in its bo nd buying 
than to bank merely upo n assurance o f underwriters, it is entitled to 
autho ritative kno wledge o f what stands behind th« - securities o ffered 
to it.
